The former barrister, who was called to the 
Bar in 2007, said he was sorry for taking part 
in the six-hour drinking session on 
Wednesday, July 7. 

He said: “I made a mistake. I’m really sorry 
about it.

“If I was in the sort of situation generally 
where I thought I was drunk, I’d tend to go 
home. 

“Westminster is a very special situation and 
all I can say is, given this very embarrassing 
experience, I don’t intend to drink at 
Westminster again.”

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Drugs importer 
facing an extra 
14 years in jail 


A JAILED gang leader has 
been slapped with a fur¬ 
ther 14-year prison sen¬ 
tence for his part in a coun¬ 
try-wide drugs network. 

Darren Quick, 44, from Rochester, 
was one of eight men sentenced to a 
total of 79 years and eight months 
in prison late last week, having ear¬ 
lier pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
provide class A drugs. 

He was the head of a Kent gang 
that supplied cocaine to another 
group in the Swansea Valley area of 
South Wales, using a third gang in 
Bournemouth as a go-between. 

Quick, who imported the drugs, is 
already serving a seven-and-a-half 
year sentence for possessing crimi¬ 
nal property, transferring criminal 
money and money laundering. 

Two other members of the Kent 
gang - Stephen Jarrett, 25, from 
Maidstone; and Norrie Hyde, 40, 
from Sittingboume - are also serv¬ 
ing two years each for drugs-related 
activities. 

Matthew Home, of the Serious 
Organised Crime Agency (Soca), 
said: “This investigation has taken 
apart a complex criminal operation 
which was bringing considerable 
harm to communities across the 
UK, and was led by individuals 
with the ability to export dmgs and 
launder money around the world.” 

At its height the network is 
believed to have trafficked about 
half a tonne of cocaine, distributing 
up to 8kg every 10 days. 

The investigation began in 
September 2007, when Soca officers 
identified links between the supply 
of dmgs in South Wales and indi¬ 
viduals on the south coast. 

They used covert surveillance to 
identify the key members of the net¬ 
work, and so far 28 people have 
been charged. Of these, 26 have

been convicted or pleaded guilty. 
Two are still awaiting trial. 

Det Sgt Rob Haines, of Kent 
Police’s serious and organised crime 
unit, said: “Kent Police has worked 
with other law enforcement agen¬ 
cies to investigate an extensive 
money-laundering network. 

“Officers conducted detailed 
inquiries and uncovered large sums 
of money being moved between 
locations. 

“Kent Police’s serious and organ¬ 
ised crime unit will seek and pursue 
those involved in the supply and 
distribution of controlled dmgs, and 
those who launder their money.” 

Quick was first arrested along 
with Jarrett and Hyde back in 
December 2008 when officers saw 
them acting suspiciously in a pub 
car park in Maidstone. Inside 
Quick’s Ford Mondeo was a bag con¬ 
taining £66,690 and a blue box con¬ 
taining £126,070. 


Cops lock themselves 
inside security van 

TWO police officers became trapped 
in a security van for 10 minutes try¬ 
ing to rescue the stricken driver. 

The PCs managed to lock them¬ 
selves inside the heavily-protected 
vehicle at Twydall Green on 
Thursday, July 8 after the panic 
alarm went off. 

The vehicle, which was thought to 
be delivering money, was broadcast¬ 
ing the message: “This van is under 
attack. Call the police.” 

Two officers arrived on scene but 
were left perplexed over how to res¬ 
cue the driver inside. 

It was suggested that one of them 
could climb in through a roof hatch, 
but once in the van, the officer was 
unable to escape. 

The second officer entered the van 
through the front, but a few seconds 
later she was trapped when the door 
shut behind her. 

One shopper said: “It was hilarious, 
like a scene out of the Keystone Cops. 
About 20 people were stood round 
laughing with two officers and a driv¬ 
er stuck in the van.” 

Six officers and the security firm 
eventually passed on the code to the 
driver to reset the alarm and the PCs 
were released. 

Chance to influence 
future of transport 

RESIDENTS are being given the 
opportunity to shape the future of 
transport in Medway. 

A series of public consultations are 
being held over the next 12 weeks to 
allow people to voice their thoughts 
and opinions on the new Local 
Transport Plan (LTP). 

The LTP will form the basis of the 
area’s transport structure for the 
next 15 years, from 2011 to 2026. It 
outlines priorities for an effective 
transport system that will underpin 
and support the area’s regeneration. 

A series of exhibitions will be held 
in libraries and shopping centres 
until September. 

There will be a chance to leave com¬ 
ments about public transport, cycle 
routes, footpaths and what can be 
done to improve congestion. 

Medway Council’s front line servic¬ 
es boss Phil Filmer said: “Transport 
is an issue that affects everything we 
do, so it is vital that everyone has the 
chance to have their input, at a time 
when transport projects must offer 
good value for money.” 


MR backs anonymity in sex cases 


GILLINGHAM and Rainham MP 
Rehman Chishti has controversially 
backed plans granting anonymity to 
defendants accused of sexual offences. 

His comments follow the 
announcement by Justice Minister 
Crispin Blunt, confirming the gov¬ 
ernment’s plans to bring forward leg¬ 
islation as soon as possible. 

Speaking in his first speech in the 
House of Commons, Mr Chishti said: 
“We must take care when addressing 
and balancing the interests of the 
victim against the rights of a defen¬ 
dant who is alleged to have commit¬ 
ted the offence. 

“Recent experience has demon¬ 
strated that there are occasions 
when defendants have been falsely 
accused of sexual crimes. Extreme 
suffering is caused to victims as well 
as to those accused in these cases. 


“The effect 
on those 
wrongly 
accused of 
serious sexu¬ 
al offences by 
the publica¬ 
tion of their 
names and 
the revela¬ 
tion of their 
identities can 
have long¬ 
term and far- 
reaching disastrous, unintended con¬ 
sequences.” 

Mr Chishti (pictured), a barrister, 
went on to say: “I believe we still 
have a system of government in this 
country, of which we are justly proud, 
in which people are innocent until 
proven guilty. If safeguards are 


required to reinforce that in sexual 
cases, they should be put in place as 
a matter of urgency. 

“A restriction until charge does not 
go far enough, as the test for charg¬ 
ing is a reasonable prospect of convic¬ 
tion and far lower than the standard 
required for conviction by a jury.” 

Mr Chishti’s views are not shared 
by many female MPs, and even 
appear to have divided opinion 
amongst members of his own party. 

Louise Bagshawe, Conservative 
MP for Corby, said: “By singling out 
rape in this way, ministers are send¬ 
ing a negative signal about women 
and those who accuse men of rape.” 

The Government will now hold 
informal talks with the police, rape 
charities and the media and a fur¬ 
ther announcement is expected to be 
made in September.

THE council’s all-seeing spy car 
has once again been snapped 
parked on double yellow lines. 

The CCTV Smart car, used to film illegally 
parked cars across the towns, was spotted 
parked at the bottom of Castle Hill, off the 
Esplanade, earlier this year. 

Professional photographer Alan Bourne, 
who took this photo, said the driver broke the 
council’s own CCTV car regulation order and 
driver guidelines - both listed right. 

Quoting Medway Council’s Traffic 
Regulation Order 2003 section 7 (c) Mr 
Bourne said: “I would say it is most definitely 
not ‘reasonably necessary to stop where they 
are stopped. The car is not only parked on a 
double yellow line, but is jutting out into the 
road, rather than parked parallel to the kerb. 

“Anyone driving down Castle Hill from the 
right and having to overtake the spy car might 
well meet head-on another car turning into 
Castle Hill from the Esplanade. 


“There are ample safe and legal parking 
spots on the opposite side of the Esplanade, or 
even, according to their rules, on the double 
yellow lines to their left on the cobbled area. 

“They are therefore parked illegally.” 

A Medway Council spokesman said the driv¬ 
er had been dismissed over the incident. 

He said: “We expect all of our Smart Car 
drivers, like the rest of our employees, to oper¬ 
ate within the law and within the very strin¬ 
gent regulations we set. 

“Our Smart Car is allowed to park on double 
yellow lines to photograph illegally-parked 
drivers, as long as there is no alternative place 
to do so and it is safe. 

“This driver has not complied with this and 
has been dismissed from their post. 

‘We are, of course, aware that our Smart Car 
drivers and operators are under constant 
scrutiny and we expect them to act with the 
highest level of professionalism at all times. 

“We would like to thank the member of the 
public that brought this to our attention.” 

The CCTV Smart Car has been pictured on 
yellow lines across Medway in recent weeks. 
Last week commuter Geoff Barden sent this 
paper pictures of the camera car parked in 
Thames Avenue, Rainham, near the junction 
with Orchard Street.

Mr Barden said the vehicle was not parked 
safely, as it was forcing other road users to 
brake sharply as they rounded the comer. 

“They were just five yards into the road from 
Orchard Street, forcing cars to break sharply 
as they turned into the road,” he said. 

The CCTV Car was also snapped parked on 
double yellow fines on the A2 in Rainham.

The Smart Car Rules 

Medway Council Traffic Regulation Order 2003 section 
7(c): 

"Vehicles when used in the service of a local authority 
in pursuance of statutory powers or duties provided 
that in all the circumstances it is reasonably necessary 
in the exercise of such powers in the performance of 
such duties for the vehicle to wait in the place in which 
it is waiting.'' 

Mobile CCTV vehicle driver procedures: 

"The Driver / CCTV Operator will drive to enforcement 
locations and park the mobile CCTV vehicle in a safe 
and legal manner, where possible. If it is not possible to 
park legally, the vehicle should be parked at the nearest 
location to the contravening vehicle(s) being monitored, 
but in a safe manner and so not to cause any obstruc¬ 
tion to traffic flow. If it is not possible to park safely, 
enforcement action should not take place at that loca¬ 
tion and the mobile CCTV vehicle should be directed to 
the next enforceable location." 


MP denies 
£150 cab ride

Mr Reckless, who launched a 
campaign to ‘Save the Great 
British Pub’, denies accusations 
made in national papers that he 
fell asleep in the House of 
Commons and that he took a £150 
cab ride home to Medway. 

The MP, who also serves as a 
member of the Kent Police 
Authority, has been spoken to by 
KPA Chair Ann Barnes. 

She said: “I have seen the media 
coverage relating to Mark 
Reckless’ behaviour in Parliament, 
and I have spoken to him. 

“I have noted the veiy public 
apologies that have been both pub- 
fished and broadcast. 

“The conduct of KPA members is 
governed by a heavily-regulated 
code and framework overseen by 
an independent Standards 
Committee.” 

Mr Reckless was one of dozens of 
MPs who took advantage of the 
subsidised Westminster bars dur¬ 
ing a six-hour drinking session 
that went on into the early hours of 
Wednesday morning. 

In the first late-night debate and 
vote of the Parliament, a number of 
MPs used the discounted bar while 
waiting for the vote at 2.30am. 

The Commons bar reportedly 
took more than £5,000 during the 
evening. 


£1 million con lands 
fraudsters in prison 


TWO con artists who tricked a num¬ 
ber of pensioners out of more than £1 
million to fuel their drug and gam¬ 
bling habits have been jailed. 

Moses Mead, 25, of Northfleet, and 
Christopher James Latty, 38, of 
Victoria Street, Gillingham, fleeced 
their victims over a number of years 
by charging them huge sums for 
unnecessary building work. 

Ringleader Mead was sentenced to 
four years in prison, while Latty was 
given three years for working for the 
fraudster. 

During the trial, Judge Joy, who 
sentenced the pair, said: “These were 
substantial, serious and significant 
offences of fraud. These took place 
over a significant period of time and 
have had a significant impact on 
your victims’ lives.” 

John Hobbs was the biggest victim 
of the bogus builders, handing over 
more than £520,000 during a two- 
year period. 

Following the hearing, the 62-year- 
old from Bexleyheath said: “The sen¬ 
tence looks a little bit light. 

“I would have liked to have seen a 
longer sentence, but that is down to 
the judge as he has all the facts. I 
want to warn everyone to be extra 
careful and to check things out.” 

An 82-year-old Medway man was

tricked into paying them £230,000, 
while a 73-year-old London woman 
handed over £20,000 for roofwork 
that was never carried out. 

During the sentencing, it was 
revealed that Latty was being paid 
£100 per day to work under Mead in 
the scams to feed his long-standing 
heroin habit. 

Mead had wasted the majority of 
the money on his gambling habit. 

Between 2007 and 2010 they 
scammed wealthy residents across 
Kent, London, Hertfordshire and 
Cambridge. 

They were arrested in January 
and pleaded guilty to 11 counts of 
fraud at Maidstone Crown Court 
last month.

Jailed sex fiend 
wanted to'buy' 
a pre-teen girl

A PREDATORY paedophile has 
been jailed for a minimum of 27 
months after being caught mak¬ 
ing arrangements to “buy” a pre- 
teenage girl for sex. 

David Glancey, of Maidstone Road, 
Rochester, organised the sick meeting in 
March, this year. 

The 29-year-old convicted sex offender even 
provided an image of what he wanted the 10- 
12 year-old girl to look like and went on to give 
details of the perverse sexual acts he wanted 
to commit against her. 

Glancey was sentenced at Maidstone Crown 
Court after pleading guilty to one charge of 
arranging the commission of a child sex 
offence and nine counts of distributing inde¬ 
cent images of children. 

Judge David Griffith-Jones handed him an 
indeterminate sentence and said he must 
serve a minimum of 27 months behind bars 
before being considered for parole. 

Upon sentencing, Judge Griffith-Jones said 
Glance/s actions were “deliberate, planned 
and predatory 7 ’. 

The court heard how Glancey was first 
arrested in January after officers receive a tip- 
off in relation to possible child sex offences. 

The paedophile was released on bail with 
the condition he must not access the internet 
or possess any computer of mobile phone 
capable of accessing the internet. 

However, he continued to go online to search

for depraved child sex images. He then went 
on to arrange to buy a young girl for sex. 

Officers arrested him for a second time on 
March 10. They found a total of 279 images 
ranging from level one to five, eight of which 
were the most severe. 

Detective Sergeant David Shipley said: 
“Glancey has a histoiy of offending against 
children. I am glad that this will now be 
stopped through the sentence the court has 
imposed.” 

Detective Constable Mikaela Stevens 
added: “Glancey tried his best to avoid the 
consequences of his actions. 

“These offences together with his previous 
criminal history, demonstrate that Glancey 
poses a significant and ongoing risk to chil¬ 
dren. I am glad the judge has acknowledged 
this in the sentence.” 

Glancey had previously been required to 
sign the sex offenders’ register for four years 
after a conviction in Lincolnshire. 

However, at the time of committing the 
most recent offences he was not subject to 
any court orders. 


Coalition cancels 
rebuilding work 
on academies 

THE planned rebuild of Medway’s three 
academies has been placed under review 
by the Con-Lib coalition Government. 

Millions had been earmarked to finance 
construction works at the Strood, Bishop of 
Rochester and Brompton academies under 
Labour’s Building Schools for the Future 
programme (BSF). 

But education secretary Michael Gove 
scrapped BSF last week, saying he was 
making tough, immediate decisions to help 
get the best value for money. Mr Gove said 
funding for academies such as those in 
Medway would be reviewed. 

He said: “Where projects are some way 
from opening or academy sponsors can use 
existing buildings to continue their work of 
educational transformation, any future 
capital commitments will have to wait 
until the conclusion of our review.” 

Medway’s first academy, Strood 
Academy, opened in September, 2009, after 
the closure of Chapter and Temple schools. 

The Bishop of Rochester Academy and 
the Brompton Academy will both open in 
September after the closure of Medway 
Community College, Chatham South 
School and New Brompton College.

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Drug suppliers admit guilt 

NINE dealers have pleaded guilty to supply¬ 
ing crack cocaine and heroin in Strood. 

The five men, three women and a 16-year- 
old schoolboy all admitted their roles in the 
operation at Maidstone Crown Court. 

Six Strood defendants were remanded in 
custody. They are: Michael Spreadbury, 20 of 
Cedar Road; Ashley Morris, 21, Humber 
Crescent; Billy Jo Barnes, 28, Cedar Road; 
Lee Swift, 32, Hancock Close; Lisa Harper, 
35, Hancock Close; and Denise Smith, 56, 
London Road. Christopher Hawkins, 64, of 
Hughes Drive, Wainscott, was also remanded 
in custody. All pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
supply class A drugs. 

The 16-year-old, from Plumstead, London, 
pleaded guilty to possession with intent to 
supply. Kirsty Powell, 21, of Aspen Green, 
Erith, pleaded guilty to being concerned in 
the supply of class A drugs. 

All are to be sentenced on September 24.

The election was triggered by the resigna¬ 
tion of Bill Esterson, who became Labour MP 
for Sefton Central, Merseyside, in May’s 
General Election.

THE organisers of a powerboat 
race in which a Medway man died 
after two craft collided have been 
criticised in a report that found 
safety risks were not properly 
assessed. 

The Marine Accident Investigation Branch 
ruled that the August 2009 Dover Regatta 
race in the port’s harbour had confus¬ 
ing rules and was run on a congested 
course. It also stated the Royal 
Yachting Association allowed a large 
number of inexperienced competitors 
to take part. Alex Edmonds, 41, died 
in the crash, which happened when 
the powerboat he was co-driving unin¬ 
tentionally lost control, turned 
sharply and slowed significantly. 

Another powerboat following 
behind had little opportunity to take 
avoiding action and struck the side of Mr 
Edmonds’ boat, close to where he was sitting. 

The impact tore off his helmet and he suf¬ 
fered severe injuries to his head and upper 
body. In its report, the investigation branch 
said: “The event took place on a foreshort¬ 
ened and compromised course, under confus¬ 
ing rules and without the risks being proper¬ 
ly assessed. 

“However, it was approved by the RYA and 
a large proportion of untrained novice and

inexperienced competitors were permitted to 
race. Ultimately, it was the ability of the 
crews of the two boats that collided which 
caused the collision. 

“However, they were racing under the aus¬ 
pices of an organisation that the investiga¬ 
tion concluded had been insufficiently 
focused on safety, and had not made 
adequate attempts to control the race, 
or educate the crews about the risks 
they faced.” 

Mr Edmonds, who lived in Lower 
Stoke on the Isle of Grain, was a 
member of Allhallows Yacht Club 
near his home, were he was “very well 
liked”. After the tragedy, tributes 
were paid to him. 

His father, Ronald Edmonds, said: “I 
went down to the boat and broke the 
police cordon. I saw my son and the condition 
he was in wasn’t nice. He was still conscious 
and was in a great deal of pain. He wasn’t 
only a son to me, he was also my best friend.” 

The club’s president, Barry Frame, said Mr 
Edmonds “loved being out on the water” and 
“always had a smile on his face”. 

He said: “Members are devastated, 
absolutely shocked. People who knew him 
here are greatly saddened. He was very, very 
well liked. He went down there for the week¬ 


end to compete in the race - it’s something we do 
all the time. 

“Of course, it’s a sport which has an element of 
risk, but everything is put in place to try to elim¬ 
inate those risks.”

THE bloodiest day in the history 
of the British Army - July 1,1916 
- was commemorated at poignant 
services large and small in north¬ 
ern France last week. 

On the first day alone of the Battle of the 
Somme there were 60,000 casualties - 
including more than 19,000 dead. 

Among the soldiers who advanced over no- 
man’s-land towards a network of trenches 
and barbed wire under hails of machine-gun 
fire were two local regiments, The Buffs (East 
Kent) and the Royal West Kent (Queen’s Own). 

This year a tribute at the massive Memorial 
To The Missing at Thiepval in France remem¬ 
bered the sacrifice of a generation. The struc¬ 
ture commemorates those who literally dis¬ 
appeared during the conflict, which ran from 
1914-18 - blown apart, drowned in the mud 
or buried forever. On it are 72,000 names. 

The recovered bodies of soldiers are buried 
in the graveyards that dot the area. Crosses 
are inscribed with name, age, unit and rank, 
along with the day that they died. 

A total of 30 members of The Buffs and 20 
Royal West Kent soldiers who fell in the first 
attack of the battle on July 1 are inscribed at 
Thiepval. And in total the monument has the 
names of 536 Buffs and 833 West Kent men. 

The Battle of the Somme was one of the 
largest battles of the First World War and by 
the time fighting had petered out in late 
autumn 1916, more than 1.5 million casual¬ 
ties had been suffered by the forces involved. 

A regimental sergeant major of The Buffs, 
called Moody, compiled an account of the 


opening day. He wrote: “On the great 1st of 
July the 55th Brigade, a unit of which was 
the 7th Battalion The Buffs, held the line in 
front of Camoy, and its objective was a trench 
about 200 yards north of the Montauban- 
Fricourt road. 

“At 7am our barrage became intense and 
remained so till 7.22, at which time all guns of 
the trench mortar battery opened for eight 
minutes, and at the zero hour the whole 
brigade went forward to the assault. The 
Camoy mine craters took six hours to clear, 
and six hours’ very heavy fighting it was, car¬ 
ried out under 2nd Lieut. Tatum, whose excel¬ 
lent work was rewarded by a Military Cross. 

“There is no doubt that during the whole 
operation, which was carried out more or less 
as planned, our troops encountered far more 
opposition than was anticipated; particularly 
was this the case at the craters, to attack 
which only two platoons were originally 
assigned, a number of men quite inadequate. 

“The whole position, indeed, proved to be a 
very strong one, consisting of four lines.” 

The plan for the Somme offensive evolved 
out of Allied strategic discussions at 
Chantilly, Oise, in December, 1915. 

The Anglo-French offensive was intended to 


create a breach in the German line which 
could then be exploited with a decisive blow. 

With the German attack on Verdun on the 
River Meuse in February 1916, the Allies were 
forced to adapt their plans. The British Army 
took the lead on the Somme, though the 
French contribution remained significant. 

The opening day of the battle on July 1, 
1916, saw the British Army suffer the worst 
one-day combat losses in its history, with 
almost 60,000 casualties. 

The conduct of the battle has been a source 
of historical controversy - senior officers such 
as General Sir Douglas Haig, the commander 
of the British Expeditionary Force, and Henry 
Rawlinson, the commander of Fourth Army, 
have been criticised for incurring severe losses 
while failing to achieve territorial objectives. 

But other historians have portrayed the 
Somme as a vital preliminary to the defeat of 
the German Army, and one which taught the 
British Army valuable tactical lessons. 

Now, dotted by immaculately-kept grave¬ 
yards, the area around the Somme is largely 
farmland with wooded areas and villages. 

But it still retains the legacy of the battle. 

Each year explosives, weapons, helmets 
and even body parts are discovered as the 


earth gives up its secrets. Many finds are on dis¬ 
play in the Museum of the Great War in the small 
town of Peronne - close to the front line of 1916. 

Curator Frederick Hadley said: ‘We preserve the 
memory of a generation who fought and lost their 
lives here. 

“The battle may be part of history now, but in 
this part of France it is very much alive. 

“The crosses which commemorate the lives of 
these soldiers are a reminder of sacrifice by 
Britain, which sent men to protect our country. 

“For that reason British visitors will always be 
welcome here.”

THOUSANDS of spectators will 
flock to Maidstone next weekend to 
enjoy the sights and sounds of the 
annual Kent County Show. 

First held in 1923, the show is a celebration 
of rural life with typical attractions including 
bird of prey displays, agricultural demonstra¬ 
tions, livestock competitions and a young 
farmers area.

Light graffiti illuminates 
new passion for physics

A GRANT from the University for 
the Creative Arts is helping to fund 
a bright new project to help disad¬ 
vantaged youngsters. 

UCA has given £30,000 to the colourful 
LightTAG scheme’s illuminating initiative 
which aims to get teenagers interested in 
physics. 

LightTag will host a series of workshops for 
16-19-year-olds, where they will learn how to 
create light graffiti animations and photo¬ 
graphs. 

Project co-ordinator Tine Bech said: 
“LightTAG is a fun, educational project which 
brings science and art together. 

“The LED graffiti really captures young peo¬ 
ple’s imaginations and it makes the science 
behind the art easier for them to relate to. 

Intrinsic 

“We hope the workshops enable participants 
to express themselves creatively, build their 
confidence and offer them a sense of achieve¬ 
ment when they see what they have created.” 

The unique effect is created using an innova¬ 
tive camera and different coloured LEDs. 

The project, which costs £80,000 in total, is 
also being backed by the South East Physics 
Network (SEPnet) and the University of 
Surrey. The scheme will be rolled out in six 
communities throughout the South East. 

A series of four-day workshops will be held 
at each site, teaching the technology and 
processes involved in creating the light draw¬ 
ing and animations.

They will then create a high-profile, visually 
engaging piece of art, which challenges com¬ 
mon assumptions about media, science and 
youth culture. 

The director of Outreach at SEPnet 
Charlotte Thorley said: “LightTag is a fantas¬ 
tic opportunity for us to engage with new audi¬ 
ences as it will touch both the youth groups 
and the communities they live in. 

“Physics is intrinsic to all the techniques 


used during the project, but isn’t all about 
intense equations and maths. 

“We want to provide a better understanding 
of the way the world works.” 

The project will culminate in a large event 
for all the participants and their families and 
friends at the BFI Southbank. 

The exhibition of their photographs and ani¬ 
mations will then tour the universities that 
are involved with the scheme.

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Senior ranks an option for savings 


SENIOR ranks may be slashed 
from the Kent Police hierarchy as 
the new Chief Constable searches 
for £23 million of savings. 

While staff and officer numbers were already 
expected to be reduced to tackle the three-year 
deficit, Ian Learmonth is refusing to rule out 
removing some of the highest positions in the 
force as well. 

Norfolk Constabulary, his former employer, 
has already announced it is cutting the number 
of superintendents and chief superintendents 
by five and Mr Learmonth is now considering 
something similar for Kent. 

There are 24 superintendents in Kent earn¬ 
ing between £60,750 and £74,022 per year, and

14 chief superintendents on between £72,543 
and £76,680. The lowest ranked PC earns less 
than £23,000 per year. Mr Learmonth, who 
joined the force this month on £150,000 a year, 
said: “It’s an area I want to have a look at but 
it’s not just about reducing numbers, it’s about 
the span of command in general and the need 
for a structure that’s efficient and effective. 

“We’re going to have to look at the resources 
we’ve got, how we use them and if we can do 
things in a different way, and adjusting senior 
officer numbers is certainly something we 
would need to consider. 

“But particularly at times like this the organ¬ 


isation needs good effective leadership, so I 
wouldn’t want to streamline too much and risk 
causing more damage than good.” 

Mr Learmonth, 52, was Deputy Chief 
Constable of Norfolk between August 2007 and 
June this year. He beat three other candidates 
to earn the right to replace former chief Michael 
Fuller, who left Kent in March to take up a new 
position as chief inspector of the Crown 
Prosecution Service. But Mr Learmonth joins 
the force at a time of great uncertainty due to a 
planned shake-up that would result in police 
authorities - which chief constables are cur¬ 
rently accountable to - being replaced by ‘com¬ 
missioners’ elected by the public. 

Kent Police Authority chairwoman Ann 
Barnes, who has previously voiced fears about 


such individuals being politically motivated, did 
not attend Mr Learmonth’s first press confer¬ 
ence as she was discussing the controversial 
plans with Home Secretary Theresa May. 

Mr Learmonth said: “There is a degree of 
nervousness about the proposals, but that’s 
mostly because of the lack of detail. 

“From what I’ve read so far, the relationship 
between directly-elected individual and chief 
constable would be veiy similar, if not exactly 
the same, as it currently is between chief con¬ 
stable and police authority. 

“But the idea is that if the public wants to get 
rid of this individual they can vote them out. It 
appears they’re building that system in to 
ensure whoever lands the role is still fully 
accountable.” 


There's a sting in the tail 
of marine jellyfish survey 


LOOK but don’t touch is message about the 
jellyfish off Kent’s shores. 

Marine biologists are calling on people to 
look out for jellyfish and report them as part 
of a national survey so experts can see where 
the really nasty ones are. 

Peter Richardson of the Marine 
Conservation Society said: “We have received 
sightings of 50 or more moon jellyfish off 
Viking Bay Broadstairs, which is fairly nor¬ 
mal for this time of the year. 

“There might be more out there and we 
would love to hear of any other sightings. 
Moon jellyfish are quite common around the 
UK coast and their sting is very mild.” 

Gatherings of jellyfish are known as 
blooms, and as the seas warm, more will 
appear, Mr Richardson said. He added: ‘We 
encourage holidaymakers and those in the 
water to take part in our survey and report 
encounters. But the key message is look, 
don’t touch.” 

The aim of the survey is to understand 
more about where and when jellyfish occur. 

It is part of a wider Marine Conservation 
Society programme to discover more about 
leatherback turtles who migrate to UK 
waters to feed on jellyfish.

Call for zero tolerance after 
violent attacks on 999 crews 


AMBULANCE crews tending the sick and 
injured are being subjected to assaults and 
threats of violence on a weekly basis. 

Figures reveal 107 assaults were reported 
by staff at South East Coast Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust (SECAmb), which covers 
Kent, in 2008-09 - about two a week. 

Nationwide there were 2,705 assaults 
between 2007-09, prompting calls by unions 
for a zero-tolerance policy where reported 
cases should lead to prosecution. 

Justin Bowden, GMB national officer for 
ambulance services, said the figures were 
“shocking” and “unacceptable”. 

“Every day at least three ambulance work¬ 
ers nationwide are assaulted while doing 
their jobs,” he said. 

“Prosecutions in the South East have more 
than doubled in two years, with 35 in 2008- 
09 compared with just 16 in 2007-08. A 
SECAmb spokesman said ambulance staff 
were encouraged to report all incidents of 


violence, threats of violence and verbal abuse 
and the trust makes it clear it is not tolerat¬ 
ed as part of the job.” 

He added: “SECAmb continues to support 
campaigns to reduce violence against NHS 
staff, including the Your Choice of Treatment 
campaign was launched in 2008. 

“Campaign posters are carried on frontline 
vehicles and deliver a clear message that 
people who assault NHS staff will face pros¬ 
ecution and possible prison.” 

Last year, SECAmb security management 
specialist David Dixon and Unison represen¬ 
tatives visited ambulance stations in Kent. 

Mr Dixon said they continually advise 
employees they do not have to accept abuse 
from the public. 

“We also want staff to know there are alter¬ 
native measures available, such as private 
prosecutions, civil action and ASBOs, which 
can be taken against those who threaten 
them,” he said.

After recent shooting outrages, Derek Packham suggests that UK gun-users get a raw deal 



NO ONE, it seems, can be honest after 
the recent deaths caused by deranged 
gunmen Derrick Bird and Raoul Moat - 
but this subject has never been truly 
discussed by the majority. 

The Parliamentary few, yes, who demolished thou¬ 
sands of jobs overnight through incompetent ranting 
which saw us landed with the 1968 Firearms Act. 

However, one must consider reality - not the whims 
of a few, especially as we are entitled to own firearms 
in perpetuity, as declared in our Bill of Rights 1689.

Spending cuts will 
hurt the vulnerable 

Medway Green Party were present 
alongside Unison, Medway Trades 
Council, and representatives from 
youth groups. 

Around 40 people attended and 
judging by the cheers and toots 
from passing motorists, the public 
in general are apprehensive about 
this budget. 

The protest was organised 
predominantly to highlight the 
risks to the public sector both in 
jobs and in the services they 
provide. 

Cutting public services rather 
than increasing taxes on the more 
wealthy hurts the poor and 
vulnerable. By reducing council 
budgets services must be cut, how 
else will the money be saved? 

Also, a two-year freeze on public 
sector pay is a pay cut for all and 
means that public sector workers 
are being forced to pay for bankers’ 
mistakes. 

Over the coming months you the 
fallout from this Budget will be felt 
in job losses, and reduction in the 
least used services which predomi¬ 
nantly support the most vulnerable 
but are nonetheless of critical 
health and welfare importance. 

In addition, there is a strong 
likelihood of a second wave (a dou¬ 
ble dip) recession causing deflation 
in the economy.

Viral meningitis - be 
aware of the signs 

I would like to 
remind your readers 
to be vigilant to the 
signs and symptoms 
of viral meningitis as 
the temperatures 
continue to soar this 
summer. Cases of the 
disease are known to 
peak during periods RECOVERED:

Although viral 

meningitis isn’t life threatening, it 
can take people a long time to 
recover and there is no vaccine to 
prevent it. 

I was struck down by a rare form 
of viral meningitis in September 
2005. It came on very suddenly and 
at first I though I’d had a stroke as 
I couldn’t feel the left side of my 
body. Then violent headaches 
started and I started to drift in and 
out of consciousness. 

Doctors diagnosed with 
meningoencephalitis, which causes 
inflammation of the brain. I spent 
a total of six weeks in hospital and 
needed three months off work to 
recover. It left me struggling with 
my co-ordination, speech and I 
feared my acting days were over. 

Having had meningitis myself I 
know what people go through and 
also what they constantly go 
through after having had it, which 
is why I’m supporting Meningitis 
UK and urging people to be extra 
alert at this time of year. 

The initial symptoms are the 
same as bacterial meningitis, its 
more dangerous counterpart, which 
can kill in under four hours. 
Meningitis UK advises people to 
look out for a headache, stiff neck, 
dislike of bright light, fever, feeling 
sick, confusion and drowsiness, 
diarrhoea and aching joints. 

Treatment is usually rest and 
painkillers and most people make a 
full recovery without being admit¬ 
ted to hospital. But, in a small 
number of cases, people who have 
suffered from viral meningitis may 
experience after-effects such as 
recurring headaches, exhaustion, 
deafness, tinnitus (ringing in the 
ears), memory loss, lack of 
co-ordination or confusion.

Historic buildings 
crumble in crunch 

HISTORIC buildings at risk of crum¬ 
bling into non-existence are suffering 
further from the global economic down¬ 
turn, says English Heritage. 

The charity published its annual 
Heritage at Risk register this week, 
revealing that 101 castles, monuments 
and other listed buildings in Kent face 
the very real possibility of falling apart 
due to a lack of investment. 

But it’s not all bad news for the county, 
as two previously at-risk structures - 
the Montreal Park Obelisk in Sevenoaks 
and the bam at Westenhanger Castle 
near Hythe - have both been removed 
from the register. 

Dr Andy Brown, English Heritage’s 
regional director in the South East, said: 
“We have been monitoring the buildings 
for 10 years and what is telling is that for 
the first time we have not been able to 
make very much progress on the register. 

“Some of these repair projects have not 
been able to get off the ground, mostly 
because the recession means people are 
reluctant to put money in and are wor¬ 
ried about what is over the horizon. 

“But if people put off the low key main¬ 
tenance such as keeping the gutters 
clear and roof tiles straight to save 
money, it is such a false economy and you 
can end up with expensive projects.” 

The contents of this year’s Heritage at 
Risk register were announced on 
Wednesday at the Grade I listed Hadlow 
Tower, near Tonbridge, which suffered 
damage in the great storm of 1987. 

While the 19th century structure has 
been included on the register since its 
inception in 1999, plans are now well 
under way to bring it back into use as a 
holiday property. 


A CHARITY relied upon by hospi¬ 
tals to provide emergency blood 
supplies to patients throughout the 
night has sent out its own cry for 
help. 

The Kent branch of SERV (Service by 
Emergency Rider Volunteers) - also known as 
the Blood Runners - currently has about 60 
volunteers who regularly save lives by deliver¬ 
ing blood to A&E departments from London at 
short notice. 

But if the group wants to work during the day 
at weekends like the hospitals have requested, 
it is going to need even more helpers to come 
forward. 

Tim Kidd, chief co-ordinator for SERV Kent, 
said: “It’s always good to have more volunteers. 

“Currently we only do a night service 
(between 7pm and 6am, seven days a week) but 
we would like to extend that to Saturday and 
Sunday daytime because that’s what the hospi¬ 
tals want from us. 

“We can only do that if we have enough peo¬ 
ple, and at the moment we do not.”

The national SERV organisation was found¬ 
ed in 1981 when it became evident the NHS 
was wasting money on courier services and 
taxis to do the same job, or taking police cars 
and ambulances off the road. 

SERV Kent was formed 13 years later, and 
last year its army of volunteers - the majority 
of whom drive motorbikes - attended 554 call¬ 
outs. 

“Most of our helpers do it to give something 
back,” said Mr Kidd. “Some have had nasty car 
or bike accidents and benefited from our serv¬ 
ice, while others have relatives who needed 
blood due to problems during pregnancy. 

“We’re a very friendly and proactive organisa¬ 
tion, and we all get a lot of satisfaction out of 
doing something that could potentially save 
someone. Our volunteers know that what we do 
could literally be the difference between life 
and death.” 

Before last year the Blood Runners mainly 
operated in the west of the county, but now the 
majority of hospitals in Kent - including 
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MISSION: Kent branch of SERV needs more volunteers 
to extend its life-saving service to cover weekends 

Medway, Maidstone, William Harvey and more 
- benefit from the service. 

The majority of the supplies picked up by the 
volunteers come from a blood bank in Tooting, 
south London, which is relayed to the edge of 
the city for collection. 

Mr Kidd said: “We don’t need tons of money 
because we’re all volunteers and therefore don’t 
pay for fuel expenses or anything like that. 

“However, we always welcome donations 
because we need to pay for things like main¬ 
taining the bikes.”

In the Why Farming Matters zone, there will 
also be cookery demonstrations, displays of 
machinery and a children’s fun area, along 
with information on how to make a career in 
agriculture.

WHAT’S your choice: employed or 
self-employed? In the current eco¬ 
nomic climate, no one is safe. 

And yet, there is a very strong case with 
compelling evidence that says the self- 
employed are better placed to survive than 
those who are employed - whatever their 
level. 

It’s not just that employed work is in big 
danger, it’s also a critical factor that third 
world markets are fast catching on to capital¬ 
ist values, and many in those cultures are pre¬ 
pared to work very hard for very little money 

Have you ever been to a street market in 
India or Africa, where those traders are selling 
like their lives depended on it? Well, the truth 
is, their lives do depend on it.

And what you create for your customer is 
more choice, more local service (no call centre 
to wait for) and closer, more intimate relation¬ 
ships with your customer (if you do it right). 


Small businesses are the 
future of our economic 
success - support them 


This offers a big advantage to the small busi¬ 
ness, because no one likes the call centre or the 
impersonal service. If you simply design your 
business so that someone answers the phone 
promptly and gives the customer real individual 
attention, you will stand out. 

But don’t get complacent just because you 
already have your own successful small business. 

I recently bought a new Dell laptop and was 
blown-away with the after-sales and warranty 
support, even though I hadn’t bought it (the war¬ 
ranty, that is). Their phone calls to me (yes, that’s 
right, they called me back a total of six times) 
were from India and they over-delivered big time 
in relation to my expectation. 

Over the next five to ten years, I guarantee that 
having your own business will become a massive 
advantage. This is going to become - and already 
is for some - the decade of the entrepreneur. 

People with ideas, who can turn ideas into prod¬ 
ucts, who can package those products, and find 
customers who really like and will pay for those 
products, will do well. 

But it will need more than just that, of course. 

And so to my first MUST: Do what the high-fly- 
ers do and ‘take responsibility’. This is the com¬ 


mon factor you see in those who are massively 
financially successful. They never look for excus¬ 
es or reasons why not. They always accept that 
they are the cause, and the effect. Whatever they 
try, whether it succeeds or fails, is just another bit 
of learning and what they take from every failure 
is a growing opportunity to get closer to the idea 
that will work. 

In order to succeed, you MUST go out there and 
fail! Napoleon Hill, author of think and grow rich 
said, ‘Every failure brings with it the seed of an 
equivalent success.’ That’s what the big guys do. 
If you want to take advantage of our financial sit¬ 
uation now, just go out there and try, and then try 
again and then try again. And then, just like 
Branson, or Trump, or Sugar, maybe you too will 
finally lose your virginity!

my of the independent 
sector. 

As a Chamber of | 

Commerce we, of course, 
support the entire busi¬ 
ness community, which 
includes everybody from 
sole traders to multi¬ 
nationals. It has to be 
said, however, that the majority of our members, 
and the majority of business within the area of our 
remit, are independents. 

Indeed there is no doubt that the economic struc¬ 
ture of this country is largely dependent on inde¬ 
pendent traders, always has been and probably 
always will be. It must also not be forgotten that 
from ‘little acorns, mighty oak trees grow’. Even 
today’s multi-national corporations, including the 
‘too big to fail’ financial institutions, must surely 
have started out as part of what we now call the 
independent sector. 

Public institutions, national and local, also depend 
heavily on input at their roots by smaller, independ¬ 
ent traders. 

So the independent sector can definitely be 
regarded as the backbone of our economy. It 
deserves both the recognition and support of all us 
to ensure that the backbone remains strong and 
supple. 



“MY father was a yeo¬ 
man, but had no land 
of his own; only he had 
a farm ... and here¬ 
upon he tilled so much 
as kept half a dozen 
men.” 

So begins bishop Hugh 
Latimer’s first sermon preached 
before Edward VI. He goes on to 
explain how this same farm’s income 
enabled his father to enlist as a soldier at 
the King’s call-up, provide modest 
dowries for his daughters, and even pay 
for Hugh’s schooling. 

Backbone 


It’s often said that independent busi¬ 
ness is the backbone of the economy - and 
it’s true: 98 per cent of businesses employ 
less than 50 people, and owner-run firms 
provide 58 per cent of Britain’s jobs and 
an even bigger share of new jobs and busi¬ 
ness innovation. Trevor Baylis and James 
Dyson represent the tip of the iceberg. 
What Latimer’s account also illustrates is 
how independent business is the back¬ 
bone of society itself. Being your own boss 
isn’t just to “not dread a peevish master”: 
it empowers you to contribute to the com¬ 
mon wealth. 

Kent exemplifies this. Regular surveys 
by the British Chambers of Commerce 
show members of Kent’s biggest 
Chamber, the Kent Invicta, less hard-hit 
by the recession and quicker to recover 


than elsewhere in the UK or even the 
rest of the South East. 

Why? Well, we live in a beautiful, 
invigorating county, with long traditions 
of independent thought and action. 
Today this translates into two econom¬ 
ic characteristics. 

First, many of us

ier to judge when it’s wise to 
extend credit (literally 
‘trust’). Second, many 
already own their 
premises and means of 
production, and so are 
less indebted, with 
lower overheads.

one. The risk, as we notice global prosperity 
happening elsewhere but not reappearing 
here, is that our relative comfort will delay the 
one step most likely to improve our fortunes, 
and our children’s. I mean a drive to leave our 
comfort zone and find new markets, by inno¬ 
vating and especially by exporting. The fact is, 
as things stand today we are collectively head¬ 
ing for the doldrums. The only future common 
wealth is if we yeomen make it happen. Even 
inward investment from outside Kent, unless 
we make it a springboard and grow our own 
enterprises, doesn’t foster the necessary capi¬ 
tal to endow the future life we hope for. 

Challenge 

In War and Peace Tolstoi reflects on the arro¬ 
gance of different nations. The Frenchman, he 
writes, is arrogant because he knows he is irre¬ 
sistible to men and women alike; the Italian is 
arrogant because - well, he’s not really arro¬ 
gant, just excitable. The Englishman is arro¬ 
gant because he knows that he knows, already, 
everything worth knowing; and the Russian is 
arrogant because he knows that nothing is 
worth knowing. 

Now, 200 years on, most of us can see endur¬ 
ing truth in these caricatures. Our opportuni¬ 
ty and our challenge as owner-managers is 
this: to rest impotently on what we feel we 
know - or to sharpen up? Are we going to get 
into better shape, physically and organisation¬ 


ally; to learn new skills; to take the risk of 
rejection by a hoped-for customer, learn our 
lesson and press on; to invest time, energy and 
cash in the hope of planting our banners - ie of 
transplanting our brands, for they are today’s 
banners in peacetime - into places where they 
will flourish and draw new subscribers to buy 
into them? 

I don’t mean to be jingoistic about this 
(though Kipling’s “If’ is well worth taking to 
heart). The fact is, only our best efforts will do: 
the global competition is very determined and 
increasingly well-resourced. Our brands will 
only flourish if, after analysing our offer, we 
gear up to deliver exceptional value in distinc¬ 
tive ways that are hard to copy. We may sup¬ 
ply goods and services abroad, mostly based on 
our culture or technical know-how. 

Or we may, in markets abroad, promote our 
home strengths: tourism, for which Kent is so 
well-endowed; and study opportunities in 
English or skills we’re rich in such as bio¬ 
sciences, IT software, or ‘green’ construction 
technologies. 

Whatever strategy we pursue, success as 
ever will stem from our own vision and enter¬ 
prise - funded, in the continuing absence of 
healthy banks, by ourselves.

A COMMON sense approach to customer 
service has meant one Ashford independent 
garage has managed to trade successfully for 
27 years. 

D & D Autos on Orbital Park, is a family-run 
firm started by Derek Pestridge. It was winner 
in this year’s Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
customer service award. 

His daughter Lorraine Fuller who also 
works there said: “To get the prize was really 
exciting. We are an independent business and 
obviously garages do get a bad press for cus¬ 
tomer service but we have always had strin¬ 
gent checks that we have to have regarding 
customer service anyway. 

“My dad thinks surely everyone looks after 
their customers like we do but we must be 
doing something different because of the testi¬ 
monials we get from people and the fact they 
keep coming back.” 

Mr Pestridge started the business with one 
service bay at a site in Victoria Road but last 
year moved to purpose-built premises at the 
trading park. 

Mrs Fuller said: “My dad bought a piece of 
land built the new garage on it. We moved 
there in February 2009. It was a challenge 
amidst the recession but we had outgrown the 
old premises and our hands were tied to some 


degree because the Victoria Road is going to be 
redeveloped as part of the new Victoria Way 
scheme.” 

At least the recession meant people were 
hanging on to their old cars which still needed 
to be serviced. And the new facilities meant 
the business could grow and expand into areas 
it was not able to cover before. 

Mrs Fuller said: ‘We have drive-through MOT 
bays. We have invested in computerised wheel 
alignment equipment, tyre fitting facilities and 
new diagnostic equipment. Being a general 
garage we have to service many more makes 
and models than a main dealer so our invest¬ 
ment in that equipment has to be broader. 

“We now hope to be able to do fleet servicing 
because we have thirteen workshop bays and 
we are less restricted by our surroundings.” 

D & D autos were also highly commended in 
the business of the year category. 

“Our customers were really pleased for us. 
We had letters of support. Once people have 
someone they know and can trust to look after 
their car you almost become like a family 
member. 

“It’s just common business sense really, if you 
treat your customers well and do the best you 
can for them then they will come back. We treat 
people how we would expect to be treated.”

enough. We don’t offer huge discounts but sell 
at the price a bike is supposed to be. This way 
we can offer a one-to-one service and the cus¬ 
tomer leaves more satisfied.”

Entrepreneur shows 
award-winning strength 

THE latest Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
entrepreneur of the year says his success is due to 
having a bold approach to business despite the 
recession. 

David Evans is joint managing director of Sunray, 
a leading manufacturer of 
high-specification steel 
doors, based in Ashford. 

He said: “Over the last 
three years the company 
has gone from strength to 
strength. We have doubled 
our turnover, increased 
our workforce from 21 to 
42 and won business of the 
year award in Kent for two 
years running. We were 
then third in the national 
finals. We are now per¬ 
ceived as one of the market leaders. We have invest¬ 
ed heavily in plant and people and the business is 
growing well.” 

“Customer focus is also important. We have to 
be flexible. We have the fastest lead times and are 
capable of changing and completing orders very 
quickly.” 

However, he is realistic about the difficult times 
ahead and how companies can be hit by things 
outside their control. 

He said: ‘We had a detailed business plan and 
we have stuck to it. Our view is when we come out 
of this recession; we want to be in a fitter position. 
It is a bold attitude but we monitor things very 
closely.” 

The company has had to deal with a massive 
hike in steel prices which went up 38 per cent 
overnight. Mr Evans said: “That has a huge 
impact on us. We have to see whether we pass that 
on to our customers or whether we absorb it.” 

Mr Evans has sat on the Business Link 
Advisory Board, and is now a member of the 
chamber’s economic development group. 


AN independent landscaping and 
environmental company priding 
itself on flexibility and a

Lamberhurst-based Twig Trading was 
judged as winner of the Kent Invicta

The company’s managing director David 
Eyre was also a runner-up in the awards’ 
entrepreneur of the year category. 

Twig’s experts have a wide range of skills 
from garden design to tree surgery to brick¬ 
laying and always ensure they take an envi¬ 
ronmental approach to managing the land. 

Following growth in the business since 
2002, Mr Eyre said he now plans to take on 
four extra staff in the coming months.

mental in the growth of the business. 

She said: ‘We started when my husband real¬ 
ly saw a gap in the market. He comes from a 
farming background - he loves being outdoors. 

We saw that a lot of people were moving 
into the countryside from London - but basi¬ 
cally hadn’t really got a clue as to what to do 
with the land. 

“I came up with the name Twig -1 wanted 
it to be memorable and we both realise mar¬ 
keting is very important. Then there’s net¬ 
working. David is extremely good at that 
aspect of the business.” 


Twig was going along smoothly but then 
came the recession which hit so many con¬ 
cerns. 

Mrs Eyre said: “Our domestic business 
dropped and although we already had a cou¬ 
ple of commercial clients that is the area we 
thought we should expand into. We put the 
emphasis on the business side. 

“Rather than just look at the situation 
around us and say we cannot do what we 
used to do, we knew we had to change and 
accept the reality of the economic situation. 

“It was rather like being a chameleon - 


changing yourself to fit in with your sur¬ 
roundings. Adapting to the market and how 
it was changing was very important and we 
were able to do that.” 

The company was thrilled at the award. 

‘To be honest you never think you are going 
to win - you always think someone is doing 
what you are doing only better,” said Mrs Eyre. 

“But it seems we have been singled out for 
our ability and that is an immense source of 
pride to all of us at Twig.” 

Canterbury Cathedral Lodge was the 
venue for an awards ceremony and dinner. 

A total of 130 people attended the event 
established in 2005 which has become one of 
the most prestigious business awards in the 
county. 

The judging panel which made the difficult 
choices from a record number of entrants was 
made up from all aspects of the county’s busi¬ 
ness community.

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Why local is important 



THESE days, when most people do 
the majority of their shopping in 
giant supermarkets, out of town 
shopping complexes or city centre 
malls, it can be difficult to draw 
attention to a small business trad¬ 
ing locally 

But with concerns being raised over commu¬ 
nity cohesion, social inclusion and the environ¬ 
ment, local business has never been more 
important. 

It’s down to enterprising business owners to 
promote the importance of supporting local 
businesses so that the public understand why 
it matters and how it can benefit whole com¬ 
munities. 

And it is down to the shopper to consider 
their own actions and what happens to their 
towns and communities if they turn their back 
on the many independents. 

Why do people shop with the big chains? 

In order to tackle the trend toward super¬ 
market shopping, it’s important to understand 
why people choose it. Research indicates that 
the reasons they most frequently cite are the 
variety of products available and the conven¬ 
ience of having them all in one place. 

Yet choice is so often better, and certainly 
wider ranging, from individual retailers. 

So retailers need to get that message across. 

Remind people how convenient it is to have 
a lot of small shops offering different products 
and services located in the area, and how con¬ 
venient it is to be able to shop close to home. 

It’s OK to admit that big business has the 


edge in some areas if you stress that there’s a 
cost to this. For instance, you could have a 
poster featuring a pint of milk which acknowl¬ 
edges that it’s cheaper in the supermarket but 
points out how much less time is spent if it can 
be picked up nearby, so that it still pays to 
shop locally. 

Why local produce is important 

Businesses that purchase products locally, 
should remind customers that shopping with 
you means supporting local producers and cut¬ 
ting down on the environmental costs of long 
distance transport. 

If you sell food, it also means getting fresher 
produce. And remind customers of the obvious 
thing: local businesses mean local jobs and 
increased opportunities for local people. 

This in turn encourages the young to stay in 


the area and become positively involved with 
the community. It cuts out the daily commute 
for many people and makes their working lives 
more pleasant. The Federation of Small 
Businesses runs regular campaigns on these 
issues, thereby getting the support of a strong 
backer with good media expertise and funding. 

Work together 

It can be tough for a small business to make 
much of an impact on its own, but when you 
work together with others you can achieve much 
more. Organise local festivals to promote the 
diversity of businesses in the area. 

This in itself is a reason for shopping there. 
Tourist guides will list shops that are unusual. 

Look after the customers who already 
support you 

A significant number of people prefer to do

business locally precisely because they see 
supermarket promoters and big chains as 
unduly ruthless and unscrupulous. Make sure 
they know that your business is different and 
that people should support you not just 
because they don’t like your rivals but because 
you have lots to offer to the local community. 

Finally, don’t forget to support local busi¬ 
nesses yourself. 

When any business needs a new product or 
service, look around to see if you can source it 
within your local area. This can make your life 
a lot easier, it can help to build business rela¬ 
tionships where it really matters, and it gives 
you the opportunity to lead by example, show¬ 
ing people how it should be done.

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Good for the environment 

Buying your fruit and vegetables locally brings a host of benefits: as well as being good for you 
and arguably tasting better, it actually reduces the cost of transport both in cash terms and 
environmentally. Chris Britcher met Jonathan Parker who set up foodforkent.co.uk, which 
delivers a huge selection of local produce, including fish, meat and poutry direct to your door

SUMMER means changes. We go 
on holiday. We take more days out. 
We eat outside. We drink outside. 
We change our lifestyles. 

Yet, so often, while we allow our lives to be 
altered, for reasons long since lost in the global 
marketplace, we have lost touch with what the 
seasons mean to our intake of food and drink. 

Because due to supply chains established by 
the major supermarkets, you can eat straw¬ 
berries all year round. Asparagus is available 
365-days-a-year. 

But our reliance on foods being flown in from 
all four corners of the world has repercussions. 

Jonathan Parker runs FoodforKent.co.uk an 
online venture operated out of a farm in 
Aldington, near Ashford. Its mission is simple. 
To supply, wherever possible, locally sourced 
food and drink in one place. 

So just why should the seasons dictate our 
eating habits? 

‘We should eat seasonally and local where 
possible because firstly produce should arrive 
with you fresher, better quality, and it shouldn’t 
have had to travel so far,” explains Mr Parker. 

“It also means we connect with the seasons 
and eat produce when it’s at its best. As well as 
obviously supporting the local economy and 
growers.” 

Certainly in these times of economic uncer¬ 
tainty, there has, in generations past, been a 
shift towards looking inwards - and investing 
in those businesses and ventures which are on 
our doorstep. Those which create the jobs, 
which plough the money back 



glue, which keeps the communities together in 
the first place. 

So that’s the local economy ticked. Need 
more persuading? Then what about the classic 
environmental issues? 

Mr Parker said: “In a time where food on a 
worldwide basis is at a shortage and oil prices 
are spiralling and so on and so forth, to eat 
produce that is being grown just down the 


road has got to make sense. It also means we 
are reducing our imports in the most basic 
sense. And of course, finally and very impor¬ 
tantly, we are reducing our carbon footprint 
through the food that we eat. 

“The great thing for us in Kent is that we 
are blessed with not only some really fertile 
soil which grows diverse produce, from the 
very best potatoes to the best fruit, but also we 


have sea on three sides so we have some won¬ 
derful fish and some great meat too.” 

“When you ask most people if they like local 
produce and want to eat seasonally, then 
invariably they say yes,” explains Mr Parker. 
“When you ask whether or not they do, they 
invariably say no. Because they go to the 
supermarket and they walk past a beautiful 
bread counter and buy their bread there. Then 
they see all these other fantastic products, and 
it’s all very convenient. 

We aren’t trying to compete with the super¬ 
markets head-on because the supermarkets 
have grown to the size that they are, by doing 
a very good job. 

“What we can offer is a real insight into good 
quality local food and a personal service and if 
our customers want to pick up the phone and 
call us and get a little bit of information about 
where their strawberries have come from or 
indeed where their meat was from, the prove¬ 
nance, we’re all ears. 

“It’s a tough market, but where we are, peo¬ 
ple continue to need to eat, so if we offer a 
product which is cost effective, people will con¬ 
tinue to buy it. 

“In 20 years time when supermarkets own 
huge swaths of land and grow carrots at 25p 
per kilogramme that don’t taste of anything 
and stuff not used gets put in the bin, I think 
people will be screaming out for a change.”

£13,740 Fabia Greenline II Estate. 

It averages around 80mpg and emits a 
road tax exempt 89g/km of C02 - it’s good 
for 932 miles on a single tank of fuel, says 
Skoda.

Chevrolet's bright spark 


CHEVROLET’S new Spark city 
car needed to be good for the 
money after following on from 
the popular Matiz. 

But the latter bowed out to some stunning 
deals so, on the face of it, the newcomer (£6,945- 
9,845) was always bound to look dearer. 

Closer inspection of the crisply-drawn high- 
roof five-door Spark though, with its fashion¬ 
ably concealed rear door handles, actually 
shows it to be better value than the old stager. 

As the Spark’s profile implies, it is a spacious 
small car and Chevy has enhanced its appeal 
as a mini-MPV by installing a trio of three- 
point seat belts across the back, although it 
would be tight for three adults. 

The Spark is currently available with 68PS 
(67bhp) 1.0-litre or 82PS (81bhp) 1.2-litre 
petrol engines; I haven’t been able to drive the 
former, but the latter endows the little car 
with decent acceleration and the ability to 
cope with motorway hauls. 

Okay, it is not the quietest and most refined 
small hatchback, but it rides well and the rel¬ 
atively high body does not loll into the bends -

no mean feat. Mid-range LS trim (from 
£8,445) is the most popular and brings remote 
central locking, interior upgrades, front fog 
lamps and a body-coloured rear spoiler. 

And that seems logical after road testing the 
‘blinged up’ LT flagship with electric windows 
all round, heated electric mirrors, roof bars, 
steering wheel audio controls, 15-inch alloys, 
climate control, exterior body kit and six- 
speaker stereo. 

That takes the Spark to a less appealing 
£9,845 and a fairly ridiculous stance with 
those rails perched on a lofty roof. 

And while the Spark cabin is quite eye¬ 
catching, with a retro display of gauges on top 
of the steering column, interior materials are a 
bit cheesy and actually look worse on the LT 
where some trays and bins are lined with a 
chrome finish likely to scratch badly with 
wear and tear - one of my regular observa¬ 
tions on Chevrolets. 

I also found the driver’s seat uncomfortable; 
there is a shaped bolster at the back of the 
seats that I presume is designed to prevent 
you sliding around too much, but it just made 
my backside numb - maybe it was a problem 
with the test car.

Developer is reassured 
by improving market 

HOUSEBUILDER Bovis Homes has 
announced “solid” half-year figures and 
said it is to resume its dividend at the 
end of the current financial year. 

In January last year, the group said it 
would not pay a dividend as the housing 
market downturn hit the company hard, 
forcing it to slash headcount. 

The company said at the end of 2008 it 
was experiencing the worst trading envi¬ 
ronment “for many years”. 

However, the improvement in the 
housing market has meant the company 
has now completed 803 homes in the 
first half of 2010 - up six per cent period 
a year ago. It added the average selling 
price of private homes rose to £163,500 
from £160,400. 

In a statement, the company said: 
“Given the confidence the board has in 
the medium-term prospects of the group 
arising from its investment in new land 
opportunities and the group’s strong net 
cash position, the board intends to 
resume dividends at the end of the cur¬ 
rent financial year. 

“The new homes market remains sub¬ 
dued with ongoing liquidity issues in the 
first-time buyer market limiting the 
number of transactions,” it added. 

However, like other housebuilders, it 
warned of the ongoing problems first¬ 
time buyers face in obtaining a mortgage 
without a hefty deposit.

Town and Country’s acting development 
director Colin Lissenden said: “Sir Samuel 
was one of the Victorian era’s most respected

named after him. 

“He was a skilful innovator and we would 
like to think that he would have taken a great 
interest in the modem methods of construc¬ 
tion with which these homes have been built 
by local contractors Jenner.” 

The homes meet required standards for 
energy efficiency, quality of constmction and 
also security. 

Residents Brian and Caroline Walters, who 
moved into Peto Close with their children 
Robyn, Stuart and Curt, were full of praise for 
their new home. 

“It’s very spacious and has lots of storage 
space,” said Caroline. “The bills are a lot cheap¬ 
er. It’s lovely.” 

The homes were let through Kent 
Homechoice, the system which allows eligible 
people to ‘bid’ on the homes they would like to 
live in.
